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YEAR IN REVIEW 


The year 2006-07 marked another record year for the School at the 
Legislature program. The Legislative Assembly welcomed 33 classes 
from across Alberta, bringing over |,200 students, teachers and parent 
volunteers from Vilna, Vegreville, Kikino, Rolling Hills, Grimshaw, 
Mundare, Rimbey, Whitecourt, Jasper and Edmonton. 


The Legislature community continues to embrace the program by 
providing personal interviews and interactive presentations. These 
dynamic sessions provide students with an in-depth, hands-on 
experience of the parliamentary process. Both students and 
Legislative Assembly staff enjoy the connection and find the 
program a rewarding experience. 


CKUA Radio Network joined our family of community partners, which 
includes Priority Printing Limited, ACCESS the Education Station, 
Canadian Learning Television, VIA Rail Canada and the Rotary Club of 
Edmonton. These partners contributed in-kind sponsorship dollars 
valued at over $120,000, which provided print and promotional material, 
television and radio advertisements, accommodation and food expenses 
for four classes from outside the Edmonton area, program fees for four 
inner-city schools and a round-trip rail ride for one class to 

attend School at the Legislature. With the generous support from all our 
sponsors, the program continues to provide a unique and memorable 
learning experience for all.

The Members and staff of the Legislative Assembly have been involved in 
the program since its inception and continue to share their knowledge 
and expertise with the students enrolled in the program. Students book 
interview sessions with Legislative Assembly staff to learn about specific 
roles and responsibilities of offices that constitute the legislative 
community. These interviews and presentation sessions provide an 
interesting and interactive learning environment for all. 
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GETTING THE WORD OUT 


The Legislative Assembly, in co-operation with its community 

sponsors, promoted the program through the following media: mail-outs, 
workshops, conventions and advertisements in the Edmonton Journal, 
community newspapers and Alberta Teachers’ Association newsletters 
and posted online through the Legislative Assembly website. 


Teachers enrolled in the program attended a two-day workshop in 
August which provided them with an opportunity to meet the staff of 
the Legislative Assembly and to acquaint themselves with the program, 
the scheduling process and the site layout. Teachers felt this workshop 
was an invaluable source of information and a tremendous opportunity 
to develop a support network among fellow teachers. 


As a member of the Edmonton Inquiring Minds Site-Based Schools, 
which include co-ordinators from Museum School, Zoo School, Ice 
School and Fort Edmonton School, we enthusiastically welcomed City 
Hall School to the site-based schools family. The co-ordinators meet 
regularly to discuss promotional strategies for site-based school 
programs and organize collaborative in-service workshops for teachers. 
These sessions provide prospective teachers with an overview of the 
site-based school programs available in the city of Edmonton and the 
unique features offered at each site. Approximately 200 teachers 
attended the workshops. 


The School at the Legislature program was also promoted via display 
booths set up at the Northern Alberta Teachers’ Convention, Greater 
Edmonton Teachers’ Convention, Alberta Teachers’ Association Social 
Studies Conference and Central East Alberta Teachers’ Convention, 
where teachers were provided with information and promotional 
materials explaining the School at the Legislature program.
